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Bj  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Apriculture  by 
the  provision  in  the  Act  of  Conr^ress  entitled  "An  act  makinr  appropriations 
for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  for  the  Fann  Credit  Administration 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  194-0^  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
June  30^  1939.     (Public  No.  159,  76th  Con£;ress}  authorizing  the  establish- 
ment of  an  inspection  service  for  farm  products,  I,  H.  A.  tJallace,  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  do  prescribe  and  promulgate  the  follovfinp;  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  inspection  and  certification  of  seed  for  class 
and  origin,  to  be  in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  August  1,  1939,  and  as 
long  as  Congress  shall  provide  the  necessary  authority  therefor,  unless 
amended  or  superseded  by  rules  and  regulations  hereafter  prescribed  and 
promulgated  under  such  authority.    These  rules,  and  regulations  shall  super- 
sede the  rules  and  regulations  governing  origin-verification  of  seed  approved 
by  the  Secretar^^  of  Agriculture  on  July  25,  1933,  and  amendments  thereto. 

Subpart  A  -  DEFINITIONS 

Section  59.1  Meaning  of  words .  "".Yords  in  these  regulations  in  the 
singular  form  shall  be  deemed  to  import  the  plural,  and  vice  versa,  as 
the  case  may  demand, 

59.2  Terms  defined.  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  unless 
the  context  otherwise  rec|uires,  the  follomng  terms  shall  be  construed, 
respectivel;'',  to  mean: - 

(a)  The  Act.  The  followinr  orovision  of  an  act  of  Conrress 
entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  for  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1940,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  30,  1939,   (Public  No.  159, 
76th  Congress),  or  any  future  act  of  Congress  conferring  like  authority: 
"For  enabling  the  Secretary  of  A:,riculture.  independently  and  in  coopera- 
tion Yfith  other  branches  of  the  Government,  State  agencies,  purchasing 
and  consuming  organizations,  boards  of  trade,  chambers  of  commerce,  or 
other  associations  of  business  men  or  trade  organizations_j  and  persons 
or  corporations  engaged  in  the  production,  transportation,  marketing, 
and  distribution  of  farm  and  food  products,  whether  operating  in  one  or 
more  jurisdictions,  to  investigate  and  certify  to  shippers  and  other 
interested  parties  the  class,  quality,  and  condition  of  cotton,  tobacco, 
I'ruits  and  vegetables,  vfhether  raw,  dried,  or  canned,  poultry,  butter^ 
hay,  or  other  perishable  farm  products  when  offered  for  interstate  ship- 
ment or  when  received  at  such  important  central  markets  as  the  Secretary/ 
of  Agriculture  may  from  time  to  time  designate,  or  at  points  wliich  may 
be  conveniently  reached  therefrom,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
he  may  prescribe,  including  pa^nnent  of  such  fees  as  vdll  be  reasonable 
and  as  nearly  as  ma;^  be  to  cover  the  cost  for  the  service  rendered: 
Provided,  That  certificates  issued  by  the  authorized  agents  of  the 
Department  shall  be  received  in  all  coiu'ts  of  the  United  States  as 
prima- facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained," 

(b)  Person.  Individual,  association^,  partnership,  or  corpor- 
ation. 

(*^)  Secretary.  Secretary'  or  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States. 
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(d)  Service.  Agricultural  Harketinp;  Service  of  the  United  States 
Departnent  of  Ai.riculture. 

(e)  Seed.  Alfalfa  seed^  red  clover  seed^,  and  such  other  kinds  of 
seed  used  for  plantinn;  purposes  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Service, 

(f)  Class  and  origin.  The  designation  of  the  class  of  seed  as  to 
kind^  i.  e._,  alfalfa^  red  clover^  and  the  class  as  to  ori£;in  or  place  v:here 
2;rovmj  i,  e.^  one  or  more  States^  political  subdivisions  of  a  State^  or 
Districts  prescribed  or  approved  bj  the  Chief  of  the  Service^  e.  g.j  Ohio; 
Millard  Count;.'";,  Utahj  eastern  Oregon. 

(g)  Inspector.  Employee  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  or 
other  person  authorized  by  the  Secretary'"  to  investigate  and  certificate 
the  class  and  origin  of  seed  under  the  act. 

(h)  Grower.  Any  person  who  has  produced  the  seed  in  question  on 
his  own  farm  or  ©n  a  farm  operated  b''-  him    or  who  is  a  seed-croxj  sharer 
in  such  seed, 

(i)  Shipper.  Any  person  who  purchases  seed  of  the. kind  in  question 
in  his  locality  .or  dis.tj^ict  where,  a  surplus  of  this  seed  is,  usually  pro- 
ducedj  and  Tfho  ships  such  seed  to  other  shippers  or  to  general  seed  dealers, 

(i)  General  seed  dealer.  Any  person  who  buys  and  sells. seed  of 
miscellaneous  kinds  either  at  wholesale  or  at  retail, 

(k)  Verified-origin  seed  dealer,  A  seed  dealer  who  is  authorized 
\mder  these  regulations  and  instructions  to  issue  verif ied-origin  seed 
certificates  for  seed  inspected  as  to  origin  for  him, 

(k-1)  Records.  DocumentSj  books^  statements,  tags,  labels, 
declarations,  reports,  invoices,  seed  samples^   or  any  other  matter  in 
any  form  used  to  record  business  transactions,  operations,  or  to  furnish 
information  for  use  in  the  operation  of  the  business  of  the  grower, 
shipper  or  dealer^  or  prepared  or  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regu- 
lations and  instructions  as. to  the  movement,  origin,  quality,  .or 
identity  of  lots  of  seed  grown,  handled  or  moving  in  commerce, 

(k-2)  Lot  of  seed,  A  quantity  of  seed  more  or  less  defined  as 
to  source,  use  or  disposition  and  identified  by  a  lot  number,  e,  g,, 
grower's  lot,  milled  lot,  blended  lot,  bulk  lot,  cleaned  lot,  etc.  For 
the  purpose  of  identification  of  seed  in  a  verif ied-origin  seed  certi- 
ficate or  in  an  analysis  tag  or  label  issued  in  compliance  with  these 
regulations  and  instructions,  a  "lot  of  seed"  slmll  be  a  quantity  of 
seed  of  which  a  sample  taken  from  any  part  of  the  lot  mil  be  identical, 
within  tolerances  defined  in  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Circular 
480,  as  to  source^  origin,  germination,  purity  and  all  other  factors 
vfith  a  similar  sample  taken  fraa  any  other  part  of  the  lot.

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(k-3)  Lot  nmber.    The  nmiiber^  le-Lter.   or  an7  coiabination  of 
numbers  or  letters^  or  air''  other  sjanbol  bi'  yrliich  a  lot  o£  seed  is  identi- 
fied until  such  identity  is  lost  or  tl^.e  nu^nber  chan;_.ed  as  a  mtte.  r  of 
record, 

(k-4)  Verified-ori^in  seed.    Seed  which  has  been  verified  as  to 
origin  h'j  a  Federal  seed  inspector  and  which  meets  quality  specifications 
for  seed  to  be  covered  by  a  verif ied-oririn  seed  certificate  under  these 
re<;;ulations  and  instructions, 

(1)  Declaration  of  ori[:in.    A  declaration  in  a  form  approved  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Service  either  of  a  rrower  statin;^  that  he  is,  the  ^-roxier 
of  the  seed  in  question  and  certifyin;^',  to  the  correctness  of  certain  facts 
^iven  by  him^  or  of  a  shipper  statinr  that  he  has  obtained  the  seed  in 
question  from  a  r^rovrer  or  another  shipper  and  also  stating  amonr;  other 
thinr^s  that  the  facts  fjjiven  by  him  are  correct  to  the  best  of  his  kncn'/le  d;_,6 
and  belief,  and  that  the  place  where  rroxYn,  and  identity  of  each  lot  are 
properly  covered  in  his  records^  which  vri.ll  be  made  accessible  for  vcDrifi- 
cation  by  a  Federal  seed  inspector  at  any  time  upon  request. 

(m)  Inspection  certificate.  A  certificate  of  the  class,  and  ori;^in 
of  seed  issued  by  an  inspector  under  the  act,  which  certificate  is  not  trans- 
ferable , 

(n)  Verified-oririn  seed  c_ortif icate_.    The  coimTiercial  certificate 
of  the  class  and  ori{j;in  of  seed,  based  upon  one  or  more  inspection  certifi- 
cates 2^i'Gviousl2''  issued,  and  v/hich  accompanies  one  or  more  parcels  of  seed, 
issued  under  the  act  by  a  verificd-oririn  seed  dealer  or  an  inspector,  in 
accordance  with  these  regulations  end  instructions. 

(o)  Interested  party.    A  State  or  any  person  vrho  has  a  financial 
interest  in  the  seed  involved,  includinr  all  carriers  and  ifarehouscs  vrhich 
have  handled  or  will  handle  the  seed,  tlio  present  ovmer  or  i-viersons  who 
owned  the  seed  prior  to  him,  and  persons  to  v'hom  the  seed  has  been  sold 
and  whose  acceptance  thereof  hinrcs  on  the  inspection, 

(p)  RcLUlations,    Rules  and  re;:u2ations  of  the  Secretar''  r^ovorn- 
ing  the  certification  of  seed  as  to  class  and  origin  under  the  act. 

(q)  Instructions,     Instructions  of  the  Chief  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  issued  under  those  rc^^ulationa. 

Subpart  3  -  ADi.iIi:iSTllATIOK' 

59*3  Chief  of  Service,    The  Chief  of  the  .i;_^ricultui'al  Liarkctinr  Service 
is  char,"ed  v>rith  the  supervision  ,of  the  •oorforrnancu  of  all  duties  arisinr  in 
the  administration  of  the  act,-/

Subpart  C  -  \'mEim  SERVICE  IS  OFFERED 


59,4.  TJhere  service  is  offered. 

(a)  Service  points .  Seed  meetinr;  the  requirements  of  these 
re£;ulations  and  instructions  ma^'"  be  verified  as  to  class  and  ori^in^  and 
inspection  certificates  issued  at  points  indicated  in  para£;;raphs  (b)  and 
(c)  of  this  section. 

(b)  Designated  markets.  ?[ashin-^tonj  Chicaro^  Kansas  Cit^, 
Minneapolis^  Cincinnati^  Denver,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco^  Portland, 
Seattle,  Spokane,  and  O^den  are  hereby  designated  as  important  central 
markets  at  v/hich  inspectors  are  located  and  available  for  making  in- 
spections.   Other  important  markets  at  which  inspectors  will  ,be  avail- 
able may  be  designated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Service  from  time  to  time. 

(c)  Other  points.  Places  where  verified-origin  seed  dealers 
are  located. 

Subpart  D  -  INSPECTION 

59.5  Basis  of  inspection.  Inspection  for  class  and  origin  shall  be 
based  upon  such  examination  of  records^  and  be  made  under  such  conditions 
and  in  accordance  with  such  methods,  as  may  be  prescribed  or  approved  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Service. 

59.6  Tfho  may  obtain  inspection.  An  application  for  the .  inspe  ction 
of  seed  under  the  act  may  be  /inade  by  a  State,  a  verif  ied-ori£;in  seed  . 
dealer,  or  any  other  interested  x^arty  v/ho  has  complied  with  the  regula- 
tions and  instructions  pertaining  to  the  making  of -such  ap^olication.  ■ 

59.7  Hovj  application  should  be  made.  Application  for  inspection 
of  seed  under  the  act  shall  be  made  in  T^riting,  on  forms  approved  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Service.    Such  applications  shall  be  sent  to  the 
inspector  in  the  designated  market  which  most  conveniently  serves  the 
applicant, 

59.8  Form  of  application.  The  written  application  for  inspection 
of  seed  ais  to  class  and  origin  under  the  act  shall  be  in  English,  in  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Service,  and  shall  include  the 
following  information:     (a)  date  of  application,  (b)  name  and  post-office 
address  of  applicant,  (c)  kind  of  seed,   (d)  name  of  grower,  shipper  or 
dealer  making  shipment,  (e)  shipping  point  and  post-office  address  of 
person  making  .shipment,  if  different  from  shipping  point,  (f)  date  of 
shipment,   (g)  shipper's  lot  number,   (h)  applicant's  lot  nuraber,  (i) 
Y/eight  in  pounds,  (1)  place  where  g.rawn,  (k)  kind  of  declaration  or 
assurance  of  origin  furnished  applicant;  if  assurance  accompanying 
shipment  is  a  verified-origin  seed  certificate,  the  name  or  s^ttldoI  of 
the  verified-origin  seed  dealer  should  be  given  if  different  from  the 
seller  or  person  making  shipment,  and  (1)  such  other  information  as 

the  inspector  or  Chief  of  the  Service  may  reqiire. 
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59.9  When  an  inspection  raa^^  be  refused.  An  application  may  be  rejected 
hir  the  inspector  vrith  whon  it  is  filed  or  by  the  Chief  of  tlie  Service  for  any 
non-compliance  vjith  the  act^  i/vith  these  rerulations  or  instructionSj   or  virhen— 
ever  an  inspector  is  not  available  for  making,  the  inspect ionj  or  vrhenever  the 
evidence  is  insufficient  upon  which  to  determine  the  correct  origin. 

59.10  Certificates;  issuance.  The  inspector  shall  sirn  and  issue  an  in- 
spection certificate  for  such  lot  or  lots  of  seed  as  are  included  in  the  appli- 
cation^  the  class  and  origin  of  which  are  covered  by  approved  r;;rovrers'  or 
shippers'  declarations  of  originj  verified-ori£;in  seed  certif icates^  or  other 
approved  assurances  of  class  and  origin  furnished  by  the  applicant  in,  compliance 
YiTith  instructions . 

59.11  Communicating:  certificate  information.  Upon  request  from  an  appli- 
cant for  whom  an  inspection  has  been  made^  any  part  of  the  contents  of  the 
certificate  may  be  telegraphed  or  telephoned  to  him  at  his  expense, 

59.12  Disposition  of  certificates.  The  original  inspection  certificatej 
immediately  upon  its  issuance^  shall  be  delivered  or  mailed  to  the  applicant; 
one  copy  shall  be  filed  in  tlie  office  of  the  inspector  and  one  copy  forwarded 
to  the  supervising  inspector^  Trashington.  D.  C. 

59.13  Corrected  inspection  certificates.  A  corrected  certificate  shall  be 
issued  for  any  lot  or  lots  of  seed  under  conditions  outlined  in  paragraphs  (a) 
and  (b)  of  this  section, 

(a)  Correction  by  applicant,  ''•rhenever  an  applicant  for  whom  an  inspec- 
tion has  been  made  believes  the  class  or  other  information  in  connection  with 
any  lot  or  lots  of  seed^  as  stated  in  an  inspection  certificate  issued  to  him^, 
is  not  correct J  and  returns  the  certificate  covering  such  lot  or  lots  of  seed 
T>rith  a  corrected  application  under  the  same  serial  number  and  covering  all 
lots  of  seed  in  the  original  certificate  which  are  eligible  for  verification^ 
the  inspector  will  investigate  the  applicant's  claims  and  if  he  finds  them 
correct  he  will  issue  a  corrected  certificate, 

(b)  Correction  by  inspector.  Whenever  an  inspector  finds  that  the 
class  and  origin  for  a  lot  or  lots  of  seed^  or  any  of  the  information  upon 
which  the  class  and  origin  of  such  lots  have  beeu  based  in  an  inspection 
certificate  J  is  incorrect  or  incompletej  he  may  request  the  apjplicant  to 
return  the  incorrect  certificate  with  a  corrected  application  under  the  same 
serial  number  and  covering  all  lots  of  seed  in  the  original  certificate 
which  are  eligible  for  verification_j  and  shall  then  issue  a  corrected  certi- 
ficate covering  the  lot  or  lots  in  question,  and  shall  retain  the  original 
in  pis  files. 

Subpart  E  -  FEES  iJ'D  CHARGES 

59.14  Fees  and  charges  for  inspections.  The  fees  and  charges  to  be 
collected  for  class  and  origin  inspections  of  seed  and  method  of  payment  shall 
be  fixed  hj  the  Chief  of  the  Service  and  published  in  accordance  vj-ith  Section 
59.16. 


59.15  Repealed. 


Subpart  F  -  MISCEJiAMEOUS 


59.16  Publications .  Publications  under  the  act  and  these  regulations 
shall  be  made  in  Service  Sifld  Regulatory  Announcements  of  the  A£Ticultural 
Marketin£;  Service  and  in  such  other  media  as  the  Chief  of  the  Service  may 
from  time  to  time  designate  for  the  purpose. 

59.17  Seeds  and  records  made  accessible.  The  applicant  shall  cause 
the  seed  and/or  records  covering  the  lots  for  which  inspection  is  re- 
quested, and  such  other  seed  and/or  records  cover in{_  other  lots  of  the 
same  kind  of  seed  as  that  for  which  inspection  is  requested  which  are  now 
or  have  been  owned  or  stored  by  the  applicant,  to  be  made  accessible  for 
examinations  or  inspection^  when  requested  by  the  insxjector. 

59.18  Authority  of  agents.  Proof  of  authority  of  any  person  apply- 
ing for  insxoection  on  behalf  of  another  may  be  required,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  inspector.  ' 

59.19  Certificate  superseded  is  void.  When  ah  inspection  certificate 
has  been  superseded  under  these  re£:u!l£L tions  by  a  corrected  certificate  no 
inspection  certificate  or_  verified -origin  seed  certificate  issued  prior 
thereto  for  any  corrected  lot  or  lots  shall  thereafter  represent  the  class 
and  origin  of  the  lot  or  lots  of  seed  described  therein  on  which  incorrect 
or  incomplete  information  Yras  given.    If  the  original  of  the  superseded 
certificate  is  not  delivered  to  the  inspector  issuing  the  corrected  cer- 
tificate and  pro;oer  assurance  is  not  given  of  the  cancelation  or  correc- 
tion of  vcrified-origin  seed  certificates  wliich  were  based  upon  such 
incorrect  certificate,  the  inspector  issuing  the  corrected  certificate  or 
the  Chief  of  the  Service  shall  take  such  action  and  give  such  notice  of 
the  issuance  of  such  corrected  certificate  arid  cancelation  of  the  original 
inspection  certificate  or  certificates  and  invalidation  of  corresponding 
verified-origin  s^ed  certificates  as  he  considers  necessary  to  prevent 
misrepresentation  or  fraud, 

59.20  I ''is  representation.  Any  misrepresentation  or  any  deceptive  or 
fraudulent  practice  made  or  committed  by  an  c^plicant  for  inspection  or 
hj  any  other  person  regarding  any  seed  or  in  connection  with  the  veri- 
fication of  origin  of  seed  covered  or  to  be  covered  by  an  inspection 
certificate^,  or  failure  in  any  vray  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and 
instructions,  may  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  debarring  such  person 
from  any  further  inspections  under  the  Act,  or  from  the  use  of  yerified- 
origin  seed  certificates  in  the  merchandising  of  alfalfa  and  red  clover 
seed,  or  from  having  any  declarations  of  origin  issued  by  him  accepted 
on  T/hich  to  base  verification  of  origin  in  the  Seed  Verification  Service, 
and  public  notice  thereof  may  be  given. 

59.21  Political  activity.  All  samplers  and  inspectors  authorized 
either  by  appointment,  or  license  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 

to  draw  official  samples  of  seed  or  to  issue  inspection  certificates 
under  the  act  and  these  regulations  are  forbidden^  during  the  period  of 
their  appointment  or  license,  to  take  an  active  part  in  political 
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management  or  in  political  campaigns.     Political  activity  in  city,  county, 
State^  or  national  elections^  r/hether  primary  or  rer^u^r,  or  in  behalf  of 
any  party  or  candid.ate_,  or  any  measure  to  be  voted  upon^  is  prohibited. 
This  applies  to  all  ^pointees^  including  temporary  and  cooperative  em- 
ployees, and  employees  on  leave  of  absence  with  or  without  pay,  Tlillful 
violation  of  this  regulation  will  constitute  ^rounds  for  dismissal  in  the 
case  of  appointees^  and  revocation  of  licenses  in  the  case  of  licensees. 

59.22  Inspection  records  ' confidential.  Records  of  inspection,  includ- 
ing copies  of  certificates  issued,  records  of  such  certificates,  applicant's 
accounts,  and  other  detailed  information  relating  to  the  irork  of  an  inspec- 
tion office  are  not  to  be  made  available  to  or  to  be  opened  for  examination 
by  any  person  vxho  is  not  connected  with  the  inspection  service.  Such 
records  are  to  be  held  strictly  confidential  for  reference  by  the  inspector 
in  charge  of  the  office  and  his  assistants  and  by  the  supervising  inspector. 
Summarized  reports  which  do  not  disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual 
o]7ower,  shipper,  or  other  applicant  for  inspection  and  vifhich  are  identified 
clearly  as  to  source  and  contents  may  be  released  to  the  public_j  provided 
that  when  so  released  they  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  and  in  such 
mediums  as  will  make  the  information  available  alike  to  all  interested 
persons .

RULE  1  . 

AUTHORIZATION  AI®  REQUIRE!  ENTS  TO  ISSUE}  VTRIFIED-ORIGIN .  SEED  CERTII'ICaTES. 

Section  1.    Snrollragnt  as  verified-ori;;;in  seed  dealer. — Applications  b'7 
seed  dealers  for  authorization  to  issue  verified'-oririn  seed  certificates 
for  an^  fiscal  ^'■ear  (July  1  to  June  30)  must  be  received  by  the  Assistant 
Administrator  not  later  than  September  1  of  the  same  year;  provided  that 
for  good  and  sufficient  reason  the  Assistant  Administrator^  at  liis  discre- 
tion^  may  accept  and  approve  applications  received  after  September  1.  The 
seed  dealer  must  have  his  methods  of  handling;  seed  stocks  and  records 
examined  and  approved  b;^  an  inspector  and  arree  to  the  followinr  before  he 
is  authorized  to  act  as  a  verified-oririn  seed  dealer: 

(a)  To  conform  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  rerulations  and 
instructions,  and  to  such  other  instructions  rclatin;;;;  thereto 
as  may  bo  issued^

(c)  To  provide  tai;  verified-oririn  seed  certificates  in  the  pro- 
scribed form' without  cost  to  the  CTOverni-n.cnt^  and  to  keep 
records  of  and  to  furnish  such  information  rerardin-  their 
use  as  may  be  rco^uestedj 

(f)    To  issue  verified-oririn  seed  certificates  for  all  vcriiicd- 
ori£.in  alfalfa  cc.  .d  shipped. or  sold  by  him  except  as  othcn-dse 
provided  in  these  instructions;  and  ' 

(r)    To  use  verified-oririn  seed  certificates  and  the  privilc-e  of 
issuinr  them  solely  for  such  purposes  as  may  bo  considered 
proper^  ethical,  and  leral* 
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Section  2.    TTho  ma^''  issue  veriiied-oririn  seed  cei-tificates: 

(a)  A  verif ied-orit^.in  seed  dealer  ?/ho  holds  valid  inspection 
certificates  issued  to  him  by  an  inspector, 

(b)  A  verified-oririn  seed  inspector  may  issue  verif ied-ori^in 
seed  certificates  and  attach  or~supei^ise  the  attaching;  of 
them  to  bai_s  or  other  containers  of  a  £;iven  lot  of  seed  which 
has  been  verified  as  to  oririn  by  him  or  by  another  inspector. 

Section  3.    Applications  of  branch  establishments  or  subsidiaries. — 
Branches  or  subsidiaries  of  a  verif ied-oririn  seed  dealer  operatin^^  under 
the  same  name  or  under  names  different  from  that  of  the  parent  establish- 
ment   in  different  localities  and  teepin^  independent  records^  will  be 
considered  as  independent  establishments  and  shall  file  separate  applica- 
tions for  enrollment  if  they  msh  to  become  verified-orir;in  seed  dealers. 
3ranch-purchasin^  or  selling;  stations  operatinr^  under  the  same  name^ 
closely'-  associated  with  the  parent  institutionj  and  not  operating,  with  an 
independent  set  of  records  need  not  file  a  separate  application^  in  wliich 
case  they  will  operate  under  the  sane  application  and  will  be  governed  by 
all  the  regulations  and  instructions  applicable  to  veriiied-oririn  seed 
dealers . 

Section  4.    Seeds  which  may  bs  verified. — ^Alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed^ 
sinr^ly  or  in  any  combination^  produced  in  the  United  States  may  be  verified. 

Section  5,    Definition  of  terms. 

(a)  Kind  of  seed  means  the  commonly  accepted  name^  alfalfa^ 
red  clover^  vfithout  the  nar.e  of  any  variety  or  other  descrip- 
tive matter. 

(b)  Ori£i.n  means  the  State  or  States  or  desi^^nated  portions 
thereof  where  the  seed  was  rrovm. 

(c)  Lot  number  means  the  number^  letter,  or  any  combination  of 
numbers  or  letters^  or  any  other  symbol  by  which  a  lot  of 
seed  is  identified. 

(d)  Declaration  of  origin  means  a  declaration  of  a  rro-wev  or 
country  shipper  statin[;  for  each  lot  of  seed  (a)  kind  of 
seedj  (b)  lot  number  or  other  identification^  (c)  State 
where  seed  was  f^rovm  and  the  county  where  £;rovm  if  it  is 
to  be  labeled  sho\^rin[_  the  oririn  as  a  portion  of  a  State: 
(d)  quantiti?-  of  seed;  (e)  date  shipped  or  delivered:  (f) 
to  whom  sold^  shipped,  or  doliveredj  and  (r)  sirnature 
and  address  of  the  grower  or  country  shipper  issuing  the 
declaration, 

(e)  Country/  shipper  means  one  Yrho  confines  his  purchases  of 
seed  to  that  produced  in  his  ovm  .locality  for  shipm.ent  to 

*        seed  dealers  or  to  other  country  shippers. 
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RULE  2 


USE  01'  LOT  m/IBER 

Section  1. — Numbers,  with  or  vri.thout  letters^  constitute  the  best  and 
simplest  system  of  designations, 

(a)  It  is  recoinmended  that  a  continuous  series  of  numbers  be  used  by 
verified-ori£in  seed  dealers  for  3,  years,  or  more  so  that  there 
will  be  little  or  no  liklihood  that  nurabers  of  lots  mil  be  dupli- 
cated by  the  same  dealer  in  successive  ^''ears. 

(b)  ViThen  a  lot  of  seed  is  cleaned  or  blended  mth  other  lots  and 
thereby  loses  its  former  identity,  the  new  lot  so  formed  shall  be 
given  a  new  lot  number  and  the  record  shall  show  all  lots  or  parts 
of  lots  and  (;_uantit2''  of  each  used  in  the  cleaned  or  blended  lot.  ; 

(c)  The  lot  designation  shall  be  stenciled  on  all  ba^s  of  seed  veri- 
fied as  to  origin,  rerai'dless  of  whether  or  not  verified-origin 
seed  certificates  are  attached, 

RULE  3 

ASSURANCE  OF  ORIGIN  ' 

Section  1. —  Any  verified-origin  seed  dealer  or  shipper  accepting  a  declar- 
ation from  a  grower  or  shipper  shall,  for  -his  own  xjrotection  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Sefed  Verification  Service,  Grain  Branch,  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration^  hereinafter  called  the  Seed  Verification  Service, 
assure  himself,  so  far  as  possible,  that  the  declaration  is  authentic  and 
valid.    The  folloY/ing  named  docujnents  may  be  accepted  b^''  an  inspector  as 
a  basis  to  verify  the  oririn  of  seed: 

(a)  GroYJer ' s  declaration .    If  the  declaration  is  Issued  by  a  grower 
and  the  identity  of  the  person  delivering  the  seed  is  unknOTm  to 
the  receiver,  the  motor-vehicle  license  number  or  other  identifi- 
cation of  the  delivering,  agency  should  be  entered  on  the  declara- 
tion by  the  receiver.    Sample  form  on  page  20.    No  other  form, 
should  be  used. 

(b)  Country  shipper'.s  declaration.    If  the  declaration  includes  seed 
shipped  or  delivered  to  the  countr;^  shipper  by  another  country 
shipper,  it  shall  give  for  each  lot  the  other  country  shipper's 
lot  number  as  included  in  his  declaration  of  origin.    Sample  form 
on  page  21,    No  other  form  should  be  used, 

.■  .    Declarations  vrill  not  be  accepted  from  countr"  shippers  of  alfalfa 
seed    produced  north  of  the  southern  boundar2''  of  Oregon,  Idaho^'Tyo- 
ming,  Nebraska,  and  eastward  north  of  the  40th  degree  of  latitude 
if  they  have  handled  seed  produced  south  of  the  40th  degree  of  lat- 
itude in  the  State  of  California,  and  south  of  the  southern  border 
of  Nevada,  Utah,  Colorado^  Kansas^  lassouri,  Kentucky,  and  Virginia^ 
after  July  1  of  the.  year  next  preceding  the  year  of  production,' 

(c)  Verified-origin  seed  certificates.    Invoice  form  certificates  are 
used  primarily  between  verified-origin  seed  dealers.    Tag  form 
certificates  may  be  accepted  from  a  non- verified  origin  seed 
dealer  if  there  is  no  indication  that  the  contents  of  the  bag  have 
been  tampered  with  ard  if  the  tag  certificate  is  correct  and 
properly  attached  to  the  bap'.

Shipments  of  verified-oriniin  seed  from  one  verified- 
oririn  seed  dealer  to  another  must  be  accompanied  bv  an  invoice 
form  verified-oririn  seed  certificate  vrhether  or  not  ta£  certi-- 
ficates  are  attached.

an  official  inspection  certificate,    A  sample  form  of  invoice

(b)  Ta£:  form.    All  verified-oririn  seed  of  a  equality  equal  to  or 
better  than  the  standards  specified  beloi/r  shall  bear  tar 
verified-oririn  seed  certificates  except  seed  shipped  to  other 
verified-oririn  seed  dealers  or  to  dealers  who  file  ■vrritten 
request  not  to  have  such  ta[;s  attached: 

Qualit2^  requirements;    The  seed  shall  contain  (1)  not  over 
2  percent  of  impurities  other  than  crop  seedsj  (2)  not  over 
1  percent  of  weed  seeds j  and  (3)  not  over  3  percent  of  any 
one  kind_  or  a  total  of  over  .5  percent,  of  crop  seeds  other 
than  alfalfa  and  red  clover.    The  total  germination  and  hard 
seed  shall  not  be  less  than  80  percent.    The  seed  shall  also 
be  of  the  size,  plumpness,  color,  and  s.hall  have  the  other 
phvsical  characteristics  which  ordinarily  distinnuish  seed  of 
good  quality.    Each  lot  of  cleaned  seed  shall  be  uniform 
throurhout^  so  that  a  sample  taken  from  any  portion  of  the  lot 
Trill,  -within  tolerances,  represent  the  ouality  and  condition 
of  the  entire  lot, 

(c)  Attachinr  ta^  certificates.  Tar  verified-oririn  seed  certi- 
ficates shall  be  attached  securely''  to  the  bars  in  such  manner 
that  the  baf^s  cannot  be  opened  ¥7:ithout  indicatinr  that  fact, 
For  this  purpose  tlie  tar  have  one  end  of  it  machine-sewed 
into  the  bar  i't  !Tiay  be  attached  by  means  of  a  seal  to  the 
loose  ends  of  the  strinr  used  to  tie  or  machine-sew  the  bag, 
or  in  any  other  manner  which  vrill  prevent  the  openinr  of  the 
bar,  or  the  removal  of  the  tar  mthout  breakinr  the  seal, 

Tar  verified-oririn  seed  certificates  must  not  be  sent  by  mail 
or  otherwise  supplied  by  verified-oririn  seed  dealers  for 
attachinr  to  shipments  of  verified-origin  seed  to  persons  other 
than  employees  or  members  of  the  firm  issuinr  the  tar  certifi- 
cates except  under  specific  authorization  by  an  official  of  the 
Seed  Verification  Service, 
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(d)    Specifications  for  taE  certificates.    Tar  certificates  shall 
be  printed  in  red  and  b]a  ck  on  white  raaterial^  which  may  be  of 
strong  paperj  cardboard,  or  cloth.    To  insure  imif ormit^r  veri- 
fied-oririn  seed  dealers  shall  obtain  from  an  inspector  the 
names  of  the  engravers  or  ta£  companies  holding  plates  in  the 

.  approved  form  for  printinr  verified-origin  seed  certificates. 

-  The  tagv    certificates  for  attaching  with  seals  shall  be  of  the 
size  commonly  knovrn  as  No.  6  (5-1/4"  x  2-5/8").    However^  a 
smaller  size',  No.  5  (4-3/4"  x  2-3/8")  or  a  larger  size.  No.  7 
(5_3/4n  X  2-7/S")  may  be  used  in  special  cases.    Those  for 
sewing  in  bags  may  be  of  the  same  width  as  either  of  the  above 
and  of  a  length  necessary  to  provide  sewing  margin. 

Two  forms  of  tag  certificates  may  be  used.    A  verifie:d-6rigin 
seed  dealer  may  use -either  or  both  of  these  forma.    The  design 
and  printing  common  to  both  forms  are  shown  in  bla  ck  on  page  23 . 
The  portions  to  be  jorinted  in  red  and  black  are  not  indicated, 
.  -One  form  shall  give  the  name  and  address  of  the  verified-origin 
seed  dealer.    The  other  form  shall  not  show  the  name  of  the  veri- 
fied-origin seed  dealer  but  shall  show  the  name  and  address  of 
the  branch  office  of  the  Seed  Verification  Service  district  in 
which  the  dealer  is  located  and  the  dealer's  2-letter  s^'mbol 
follOTiving  "Lot  No.",,  for  identification.  ' 

Section  2,    Correcting  verified-origin  seed  certificates. — If^  for  any 
reason  it  is  necessary  to  issue  a  corrected  certificate  the  following 
procedure  shall  be  follov>j-ed: 

(a)  Correcting  invoice  certificate.    The  verified-origin  seed  dealer 
shall  request  the  buyer  to  return  the  incorrect  invoice  certifi- 
cate and  shall  for^Tard  another  invoice  certificate  v/ith  the  vrords 
"Corrected  certificate"  placed  above  the  new  number  and  the 
statement  "This  certificate  is  issued  in  lieu  of  and  supersedes 
Certificate  No.-x-x-,"  following  the  listing  of  the  lots  in  the 
certificate , 

(b)  Correcting  taig  certificates.  The  verified-origin  seed  dealer  or 
his  representative  may  remove  and  destroy  the  incorrect  certifi- 
cates and  seal  correct  certificates  to  the  bags  or  other  parcels 
of  seed,  A  report  of  this  operation  should  be  made  to  the 
inspector.  Or,  he  may  prepare  slips  of  T^rhite  -gummed  paper  about 
7/8  inch  vdde  and  4  to  4-1/2  inches  long  in  the  following  form: 

Correction  of  Verified-origin  Seed  Certificate

Section  1.    Purpose  of  report. — The  verif ied-orir;in  seed  dealer's  reoort 
is  the  dealer's  method  of  reoortin^  the  cleaninr_  and  blendiiir  of  any 
yerified-orip;in  seed  lotSj  which  thereby^  acquire  a  new  lot  number. 

Section  2,    l-then  report  shall  be  made. — Verified-ori^in  seed  dealers  slrall 
nake  a  report  on  the  form  pro-vided  (pare  24)  at  the  end  of  each  week  during 
which  new  lots  of  verified-ori^^in  seed  are  prepared.    In  no  event  slrnll  the 
lot  number  of  a  blended  lot  be  entered  on  an  invoice  verif ied-oripln  seed 
certificate  until  that  lot  number  has  been  reported  on  a  dealer's  report. 

Section  3^    Form  and  numbering  of  report. — A  sample  form  "Verified-ori£;in 
Seed  Dealer's  Report"  is  presented  on  par^e  24.    These  reports  shall  be 
ntunbered  consecutively  from  year  to  ;'"'ear^  be^^ inning  with  number  one.  The 
2-letter  symbol  assirned  to  the  dealer  shall  be  a  prefix  to  the  number. 
Each  sheet  constitutes  a  new  report  and  sliall  be  ^iven  a  new  number. 

Section  4.    Preparation  of  report. — In  order  to  expedite  the  auditinf^  of 
records  as  to  cuantities  and  percentares  of  origins  in  blends_  the  .quanti- 
ties of  seed  of  each  component  lot  used  to  make  the  new  lot  shall  be 
indicated  on  the  report,    Yfhen  a  lot  to  be  reported  consists  onl^''  of  lots 
shoTO  on  inspection  certificates^  all  such  lots  should  be  listed  in  the 
sixth  column  of  the  report,    YjTien  a  lot  consists  wholly  or  in  part  of 
lots  previously''  included  on  a  dealer's  report^  they  should  be  listed  in 
the  seventh  column  of  the  report, 

RULE  B 
RECORDS 

Section  1,    Dealers '  records . — The  followinr  kind  of  records  aiid  informa- 
tion, in  addition  to  acce^)table  assurances  of  oririn^  shall  be  maintained 
by  verified- origin  seed  dealers  to  enable  an  inspector  to  trace  the  source 
and  disposition  of  every  lot  of  seed  handled  and  the  source  of  all  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  such  seed^  i/'iiether  or  not  it  has  been  verified  as  to 
origin: 

(a)  Receiving,  record.    Kind  of  seed^  lot  number,  v\rei^ht_,  date  lot 
was  received,  and  name  and  address  of  person  malcin^^  shipment 
to  the  verified-oririn  seed  dealer.

lot  number,  weight  and  origin  of  original  lot  before  cleaning 
or  of  component  lots  used  in  making  up  a  blended  lot:  weight  of 
screenings  discarded  aid  date  blending  or  cleaning  Y/as  done. 

(c)  Stock  record.     Kind  of  seed,  number  of  certificate  or  dealer's 
report  covering  lot,  lot  num.ber_^  origin,  v/ei[_ht  of  lot  as 
received  or  when  first  offered  for  sale,  individual  sales  or 
other  disposition  in  pounds  or  bags  of  this  lot  according  to 
dates  the  parcels  vrere  sold,  or  accordin^^  to  invoice  numbers 
covering  the  sals,  and  remaining  on  hand  either  stated  or 
readily  computed. 
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(d)  Label  in;:  record.    Source  and  identity  of  all  itei.is  of

origin  seed  doalarSj,  slriall  bo  handled  or  piled  in  a  room  ivith 
adccuato  li[_;htin^;  so  that  the  ba;_s  of  each  lot  may  be  readily 
identified.     If  all  ba;;_,s  are  not  marked  or  ta^^cd^  a  sufficient 
number  shall  be  lo^^^ibly  ta;_:{_.cd  or  stenciled  mth  lot  nurabcrs 
for  the  purposes  of  identification.    YHicre  uian;'"  lots  arc  stored 
in  one  or  more  warehouses  adeouatc  records  shall  be  kept  of  in 
and  out  movement  and  location  of  the  seed  in  the  warehouses. 

Section  2.    Countr;^  shippers'  records. — A  coujitry  shipper  shJ.1  retain 
a  copy  of  each  decL.  ration  which  he  issues  and  shall  attach  thereto  a 
detailed  record  showinf  the  names  ona  addresses  of    rowers  or  countr" 
shippers  from  whom  the  seed  ircis  purchased^  the  quantity  of  s^cd  pur- 
chased from  eachj  and  the  d.atc  on  ?fhich  it  was  delivered,.    He  slcll  also 
keep  the  original  r^rower's  and  country  shipper's  declarations  received 
by  him. 

Each  country  shipper  shc'll  retain  a  siunplc  of  each  lot  of  seed  not  pro- 
duced locally  and  which  is  covered  by  a  declaration  of  oririn.  Tliencver 
a  shipper  does  cl:  anin£_  or  blendinr  of  seed  his  receivin;;^  or  blending; 
records  shall  shotiT  the  coiiLponents  of  the  blL,'nded  lot  ^nd  such  ether 
information  necessary  to  establish  the  ori;;ln  jjid  identity  of  components 
and  of  the  final  lot. 

Section  3.    General  shipper  ,?.nd  seed  dealer  records. — ^A  £:eneral  seed 
dealer  functioning  as  a  country  shipper  is  rcoj;-.ired  to  kcjo  such  records 
as  are  required  of  a  vcrificd-oriryin  seed  dealer  and  shall  moot  dl  the 
requirements  of  tlie  Federal  Seed  Act  and  the  re;;^ulations  thereunder  as 
if  the  seed  was  shipped  in  interstate  comraerce. 
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RULE  9 
SCrllDULE  01'  FEES 

Section  1.    Fees  and  charr_es . — Trie  fees  and  charges  for  the  inspection  of 

alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  for  class  and  oririn  are  as  lolloi'/s: 

(a)  An  advance  deposit  of  '^25  is  recaiired  v/ith  each  application  of 
a  seed  dealer  for  the  privilege  of  issuin^^  verified-orirjin  seed 
certificates.

Appli- 
cations,   received  after  Septenbor  1  for  alfalfa  or  alfalfa  and 
red  clover  sued  ordinarily  will  be  refused.    The  Assistant  Adr.iin- 
istrator  will  use  his  discretion^  hovrever,  in  a,\;rovinr  such 
applications  in  unusually  inoritor ious  ciscs. 

(b)  The  foe  for  inspection  for  class  and  origin  ol  one  or  norc  lots 
of 'seed  of  one  kind  included  in  one  application  from  a  vcrified- 
ori^in  seed  dealer  sli£.ll  be  3  cents  pur  100  pounds  (receiving 
wci^^ht)  with  a  miniriui-!i  fee  of  pi  for  each  certificate.

— Vorificd-ori{;,in  sued  dealers  are  perraitted  to 
advertise  veriiicd-oririn  alfalfa  and/or  red  clover  seed  in  their  catalo;;^s, 
price  listSj  etc.,  provided,  the  advertisinjj;  is  not  false  or  misleadin;; 
in  any  ^^articular. 

Section  2.    Forrns  of  misrepresentation. — liisrcprosentation  of  :iny  facts  as 
to  orii;,in  or  identity  of  verif ied-ori2,in  seed  or  of  an2^  other  s«-ed  purport- 
inr  to  be  veriiied-ori^dn  s^^cd  by  v^rified-ori;_in  s>-ed  dealers  or  others 
or  of.  any  seed  offered  for  sale  or  sold  to  a  verif ied-oririn  Suod  dealer 
or  shipper  under  a  decliiration  of  oriyin  by  a  -j'orrur  or  shipper  is  prohib- 
ited,   'The  issuance  of  a  verifiod-ori^in  seed  certificate  by  a  v^rified- 
oririn  seed  dealer  before  an  inspection  certificate  has  been  issued  for  the 
lot  of  seed  covered  by  such  certificate  is  a  misrepresentation^ for  which 
the  penalty  for  misrepresentation  aay  b*..  invoked.

hensible  practice  in  connection  thereyfith.    Any  inspector  rrho  fails 
to  report  such  use  or  practice  knoiTn  to  hirt  shall  be  subject  to 
discipline.
